Treasury Dep't

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® Prime Minister Churchill's dramatic visit 
to America is of the highest significance, 
above all, from the angle of putting into 
immediate effect the Second Front to win 
the war this year. 

It. was just a few days ago that the 
negotiations between President Roosevelt, 
Molotov, and the Churchill — 
government resulted in the 
British-Soviet pact, the j 
master lend-lease agree- 
ment between America 
and the Soviet Union — 
and finally, full accord 
was arrived at between all 
three powers for a second 
front this year and for 
post - war collaboration. 
Churchill’s visit is, in effect, a continuation 
of these historic agreements, and makes it 
possible to map final preparations for the 
realization of the Second Front without 
delay. 

Military developments of the last days, 
the Libyan-Egyptian situation, the in- 
tensification of the Japanese threat in the 
Pacific area, show that the Second Front is 
not merely a question of defending Sevasto- 
pol and Kharkov, as the defeatist Daily 
News and some London dispatches intimate, 
but is a question of saving the very life of 
Britain and America. It is in this sense 
that the agreement reached on the creation 
of a Western Front in 42 should be carried 
through rapidly.

The joyous enthusiasm with which the 
Supreme Soviet ratified the agreement with 
America and Britain is an indication of the 
great stimulus which these agreements 
have given to the Soviet People’s magnifi- 
cent and steel-like determination to ob- 
literate mankind’s main enemy. The senti- 
ment of the British people, many times over- 
whelmingly manifested, paves the way for 
a speedy ratification by Parliament in 
London. 


Certainly, the enthusiastic response by 
the vast majority of the American people 
and by large sections of the press, to the 
agreements, open the road for further 
strengthening relations between America 
and the Soviet Union. One can be sure that 
the approval of labor and the people will be 
registered in resolutions hailing and sup- 
porting the action of the Administration. 
The workers will find a new stimulus of 
breaking production records, and particu- 
larl--, does the need stand out more than 
ever for affiliation of American labor to the 
Anglo-Soviet Trade Union Committee, fo 
eff ct immediate and full international labor 
unity. 

> * * 

The principal significance of Churchill's 
visit, and of the U. S.-Soviet-British agree- 
ments, lies in the establishment of the Sec- 
ond Front right now to smash Hitler. This 
is the key to post-war cooperation of the 
three powers and to creation of a free world 
and a just peace afterwards. 


Ambassador Maisky in London yesterday 
emphasized the urgency of “a second front 
about which an understanding was reached 
by the government of the U.S.S.R., Great 
Britain and the United States during 
Vyacheslaff Molotov's visits to London and 
Washington.” Molotov’s address to the 
Supreme Soviet stressed the complete 
unanimity of view reached between the 
three countries with reference to creating a 
second front this year to smash Hitler. 

Finally, Stephen Early declared yesterday 
the! Churchill’s discussions with President 
Roosevelt would deal with the Second Front. 
With Churchill in the United States, the 
finishing touches can now be put upon all 
preparations for carrying into life all the 
provisions of the three-power understanding 
for a Western Front. And the speediest 
realization of the objéctives of the agree- 
ments require a Second Front Now to crush 
Hitler this year. 


Green’s Remarks on Unity 


® Undeniably, American labor’s unity —as 
worked out in real collaboration in practice 
—is growing. 

United behind the war effort, behind a pro- 
gressive tax program, and behind such vital 
war actions as the Roosevelt-Molotov pacts, 
the labor movement is marching toward 
unity. 

It is strange, therefore, to see William 
Green repeat an outworn formula regarding 
unity. He appealed yesterday for the CIO 
to “return home” and he pointed to the 
“rebel movement” within the CIO, dignifying 
the obstructionist anti-victory tactics of the 
John L. Lewis cliques by such a name. 

We say it is strange because the country 
as a whole heartily welcomed the recent 
June 5 CIO proposals for speeding labor unity 
through a joint CIO-AFL Victory Confer- 
ence. 

To such a Conference would come delegates 
from all AFL and CIO unions, as well as 
Railroad Brotherhoods. This would be living, 
practical unity in action, the kind that the 
nation would rejoice in. 

In fact, such splendid unity is taking shape 
in many localities for higher production, for 
civilian defense, for defeating defeatists in 
Congress, and on similar issues. 

Yet William Green, who has contributed 
to this kind of action by his activity in the 
War Labor Board, completely overlooks and 
ignores the CIO suggestion for a Joint Vic- 
tory Conference. 

His jibe at the “strife within” the CIO 


indicates that he views the CIO fight against 
John L. Lewis as some kind of personal 
“feud” and not as part of the over-all fight 
which all labor, AFL and CIO together have 
to wage against the defeatists within their 
own ranks. 

It would be well if the Woll-Hutcheson 
cliques within the AFL were as soundly 
trounced and isolated as the Lewis appeasers 
have been by the CIO. For it is all part of 
the same fight between the win -the-war 
forces of Labor and the defeatists working 
within Labor’s ranks. 

When Green reduces the CIO struggle 
against Lewis to a “feud,” he helps the 
enemies of all Labor and the entire war 
effort who also try to conceal their destruc- 
tive activity against the war by alibis about 
“feuds.” This hurts the win-the-war work 
of Green and his own associates. 

It is to be hoped that the constructive 
work which Green, Tobin and their AFL 
associates are doing in the War Victory 
Board, for example, will be extended to an 
acceptance of the logical, simple, and con- 
structive CIO suggestion for an immediate 
joint Victory Conference of Labor. 

We are sure that the AFL membership, 
no less than the CIO, will not hesitate to 
speak out in vigorous approval of such a 
demonstration of win-the-war unity. Cer- 
tainly, such a conference would greatly 
strengthen the already existing bonds of 
unity which have been forged in Labor’s 
common fight for crushing the Axis.

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Rose Pastor Stokes Anniversary 
Of Anti-Fascist Pioneer Honored 


The ninth anniversary of the 
death of Rose Pastor Stokes, one 
of the founding members of the 
Communist Party, who died in 
Frankfort-am-Main, Germany, on 
June 20, 1933, stirs recollections of 
her long fight on the victory of 
democracy over fascism. 

Rose Pastor Stokes was one of the 
most militant voices of the Amer- 
ican people against fascism long 
before Hitler took power. She was 
in her last fatal iliness in Frank- 
fort, where she had gone for spe- 
cialized medical care, when Hitler 
became dictator, but her defiant 
voice spoke out inside Germany 
none the less. | f 

In a letter to V. J. Jerome, 
February 23, 1933, she wrote the 
following lines: “Hitler is speak- 
ing around the corner tonight. 
The hall is in a rich, respectable 
neighborhood. If I were not so ill 
they'd probably throw me out of 
the country. I agitate everybory.” 


Rose Pastor Stokes was one of 


the best known women in Amer- 
ica before the Communist Party was 
formed in 1919, devoting her talents 
and energics to every progressive 
cause. As a journalist, lecturer and 
an organizer of the unorganized 
Sweatshop workers in New York on 
many picket lines, she helped make 
America conscious of the powers 
latent in the people. 


A PEOPLE'S FIGHTER 


Rose had suffered the worst suf- 
ferings of the most oppressed masses 
of the people. As a tot of four 
years in London, where her family 
had brought her from Russia a year 
earlier, she was helping her mother 
sew bows on ladies slippers. At the 
age of 11 she was working 10 to

14 hours a day in a cigar-making 
sweatshop in Cleveland. 

Rose became a Socialist while 
working at a cigarmaker’s bench as 
a girl in her teens. She learned to 
write at the same time as she put 
the wrongs of her fellow workers 


-into newspaper articles. She came 


to New York to work on a news- 
paper and began organizing needle 
trades workers and food workers 
soon after. 

Lecture tours followed, and Rose’s 
vivid personality became known to 
audience across the country. Lead- 
ers like Tom Mooney and Eugene 


V. Debs were proud to call her their 
friends. From his cell in San Quen- 
tin in 1933 Tom wrote of the com- 
rade he had known years before 
he was imprisoned. 

“I wish,” he wrote, “to signify 
my comradeship with that brave, 
heroic woman, who for some 
twenty-odd years was one of my 
inspirations in the workingclass 
struggle.“ 


AIDED SOVIETS 


Rose gave magnificent help to the 
Soviet peoples during terrible fam- 
ine that followed their wars to 
maintain their independence in 
1918-21, She took an official part 
in or the people’s famine 
relie ent in 1921 that raised 
about one million dollars itself and 
roused Americans to the need of 
giving many millions afterwards 
through other organizations. 


Rose was a pioneer fighter for 
the Negro people's rights all during 
these years. She was fighting the 
Jim Crow system and investigating 
bad Negro housing conditions and 
writing and lecturing for full Negro 
rights. 

She began making pencil sketches 
in her rare leisure moments in the 
last years of her life. They, like 
her writings, attracted wide and 
favorable attention. But more and 
more in the ‘Twenties’ her energies 
were. absorbed in the agitation 
against fascism. She wrote and 
spoke continuously against this 
monster as she saw the shadow of 
Hitler lengthening over Germany. 

Death cut short her fight, while 
she was still in her prime, but her 
life-work is with us, to inspire us 
further in the fight to smash Hit- 
lerism forever. 


Vichy Our Enemy -- Herald Tribune 


Vichy is designated as an enemy of the 
United Nations by the New York Herald Trib- 
une. In an editorial yesterday, entitled, Two 


Years of Vichy,” the editorial is significant 
enough to print in full and follows: 

On the second anniversary of his appeal 
to Germany for an armistice Marshal Petain, 
chief of the Vichy state, responsible ſor the 
political and moral life of France,” admitted 
pathetically that the response of the French 
people to his appeals had been weak, that his 
‘administration had been inefficient, and he 


warned that sterner measures would be taken~ 


to assert Vichy's Authority. His address on 


Wednesday was a confession of failure to win 


the nation he purports to govern. Yet on the 
same Senator Tom Connally, chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, 
announced to r men, after a confer- 
ence with Admiral Leahy, thdt he personally 
believed relations should be maintained be- 
tween the United States and Vichy to enlist 
operaticns on the western front.” 

After two years of Vichy there is still a per- 
sistent disposition in the United States to view 
that government through ‘rose-colored spec- 
tacles, to disregard any evidence—even that 
presented by Petain’s own words—that con- 
flicts with the official version of the old mar 
shal as a solitary hero wrestling with Hitle 
for the soul of France. The intrusion of the 
Free French, really fighting and really dying 
to restore their native land is, not unnaturally 
regarded by those upholding the former vievr. 
point as a sort of impertinence—it spoils the 


picture. 
On what is the official American thesis 


based? In the first place, it might be pointed 
out that recognition of the Vichy government 
at the outset was hardly an issue. In the hectic 
days that followed the collapse of French mili: 
tary resistance communications were poor be 
tween the United States and its official repre 
sentafives in France. Events were moving with 
great speed: the Reynaud Cabinet collapsed 


on June 16; the French National Assembly sur 
rendered supreme power to Petain on July 10. 
and in the next few days Petain had promul- 
gated the constitutional acts” which were the 
basis of the Vichy government. Meanwhile, 


Ambassador Bullitt was virtually out of touch 


with the State Department. He reached New 
York on July 20, speaking highly of Marshal 
Petain and deprecating references to the mar- 
shal's government as Fascist. If, as seems 
possible, Mr. Bullitt's report was the basis for 
American policy toward Vichy, it was a slen 
der one. Mr. Bullitt never knew Vichy. 
Ceriainly no one now would deny that the 
Vichy government is as Fascist as it can be. If 
Petain has changed his mind, the change is a 
recent one and is not apparent in any of his 
actions. Yet the United States is to encourage 
his government, for fear any other course 
would be “an affront to the French people.” 
After two years of Vichy this attitude is an 
affront to the French people—to those whom 
Petain chides, to those who rose in a des 
perate, tragic upsurqe of hope when the 
commandos landed at Saint Nazaire. it is now 
time to take Petain at his face value—as a 
discredited leader and an enemy of demo 
racy. Vichy is a failure.
